Our readers will recollect that wa pub- 


iahed at the titce a short account of the 
ieath of John D. Valentine, a private in 
company E, fifth regiment, who fell at the 
terming of the heights of Frederickwburg. 
The following additional particulars of his 
Ieath and burial will be read with interest, 
not only by his personal frienda, but by all 
who sympathize with them and admire the 
teroic sacrifices of our brave volunteers:

J/. J. ttteveni:—Your kind missive 


of tho 26th ult. has just arrived, aud in 
answer to your inquiries in regard to your 
auiented brother, I would say thnt I have 
aeen the person alluded to in your letter, 
ile says he saw John, and advised him to 
go back, aa the regiment wau reforming on 
.be heights. John auid, "I want to Cre 
my gun first," aud he raised bin gun to fire, 
when he received bin fatal wound in the 
groin, aud fell. Corp. Kelly went to him 
and asked him if ho could do anything for 
aim. John said, " No, I am hit; I am dy- 
ng." Then he said, "Tell my," but fell 
jack again exhausted from tho loss of 
blood. Corp. Kelly was called away to an- 
other part of the field, but sayu he saw 
some men carry John back towards tho 
heights, llo was probably carried to u 
bouse near the fortification, where he was 
left, aud died from tho loaa of blood. 
I 


went to the corporal of the pioneer?, who 
superintends the burial of thu dead, lie 
says he buried John iu the garden which 
belonged to a house near the fortifications, 
and assures me that he had a decent burial. 
The corporal intended to have boards 
marked with the names of those hu buried, 
and put them at the heads of tho graves, 
but the rebels gained possession of the 
heights before ho had time to accomplish 
this object, aud so the fwto of war leaves 
his last resting placo unmarked. " Not a 
drum was heard, not a funeral note/' but 
silently aud sadly they laid him down from 
the field of victory aud honor, fresh and 
gcry. It will be impossible to find the ex- 
act locality where John was buried, with- 
out disinterring all the bodies which are 
buried near him. 
But I hope and trust he 


may be found at tho last call, when tho 
earth and sea shall give up their dead, with 
his gory garments cleansed, and transform- 
ed into the spotless garb of an angel, to 
sing praises around the throno of God. I 
should have given you tho facts as they are 
mentioned here long before this, but I sup 
posed Sergeant Harrington had given all 
such information in regard to John's death, 
as he told me he was going to write to 
John's folkn, us ho fluid John left directions 
with him, so I told him if that was the case 
that I would not write to John's folkc, and 
that ho could tell you nil about the manner 
of hU death, Ac., which I supposed he had 
done. 
If I um over called to pass that 


way again I will endeavor to find the exact 
locality of John's resting place, and mark 
it, so that it can be found by his friends. 
I am glad you wrote to me in regard to this 
matter, and if there is any other point upon 
which I can give you information, I shall 
be moat happy to do so.

Synoptlt of Gen. tlr»nt'» Krport of 
Oper»tlunn before Vlt:k»lmrg. 


WASHISOTOX, August 12. 


Gen. Grant's official report of the opera- 


tions of the army of the Tennessee, from 
the day he assumed the immediate com-, 
mand of the expedition against Yicksburg 
to the surrender of that place, is made pub- 
lic to day. 
Gen. Grant states tnat from the 


moment he took the command in person,he 
became satisfied that Vicksburg could only 
be turned from tha south side, and, in ac- 
cordance with that conviction, he prosecuted 
tho work on the canal across the peninsula 
on tha Louisiana side of the river. He 
gives details of the operations on the canal 
and of the failure in sending a naval expe- 
dition through Back Bayou. From the time 
the orde,r was given to occupy New Car- 
thage, and run the army by \ icksbnrg on 
transports under protection of Porter's fleet, 
to tho landing at Brninaburg,tbe operations 
are detailed at length. 
Upon a call for vol- 


unteers for crews for the vessels about to run 
by tbo batteries, Gen. Grant says that, for 
this dangerous enterprise, officers and men 
presented themselves by hundreds, anxious 
to undertake the trip. The names of those 
whose services were accepted will ba given 
in a separate report. A striking feature, he 
Hays, HO far as observation goes, of the pres- 
ent volunteer army, is that there is nothing 
which men are called upon to do, mechan- 
ical or professional, that accomplished ad- 
epts cannot ba found for tbe duty required 
in almost every regiment. 


The march to Grand Gulf, nnd thence to 


Jackson, and thence to Vickuburg, includ- 
ing various battles, are also detailed, in 
which ia shown Grant's knowledge of the 
enemy's forces and position, even to the 
fact that, before reaching Vicksburg, Joe 
Johnston bad ordered Pemberton to come 
out and attack Grant's army in the rear, 
which resulted iu a battle of four hours at 
Kd ward's Station, defeating tha enemy. 
Of 


the continued march to the front of the en- 
emy's work* at Vicksburg, nothing is added 
not known already. Of the assault on the 
works, Grant saya that the assault was gal- 
lant in the extreme on the part of all the 
troops, but tho enemy's position was too 
strong, both naturally and xrtiticiatly, to bo 
taken in that way. No one iucceodcd in 
entering the enetny'a works but Sergeant 
Griffin, of tha 21at Iowa regiment, and 
some eleven privates—none returning but 
one man. 
It wat during tbia assault that 


Gen. McClerntind sent dispatches to Gen. 
Grant that he held two of the enemy's 
forts, and requesting a diversion by Sher- 
man. Grant Bays: " The position occupied 
by me during most of the time of the as- 
sault gave me a better opportunity of see- 
ing what wag going on in front of tha 13th 
corps thau I believed it posaiblo for a com- 
mander to have. I could not see bia pos 
session of tbe forts, uor necessity for rein- 
forcements, as represented in his dispatch- 
us, up to the time be left it, aud expressed 
doubts of tboir correctness which doubts 
facts subsequently, but too late, confirmed ; 
but, at tho time, I could not thus regard 
bia reiterated statements, for they

Soldier.' Alct Society. 


The following statement has been furnish- 


ed us \>y the officers of this society. 
Truly, 


a good work has been done and the bless- 
ing of many a wounded soldier will rest up- 
on those warm-hearted ladies of Janesville 
who have ministered to hia comforta or re. 
lieved bia sufterings. 


The Soldiers' Aid Society of Janesville 


was organized in the fall of 1861. They 
met weekly at Lappin's Hall, which was 
kindly tendered for their uso by its propri- 
etor, Mr. Lappin, who has over evinced a 
willingness to aid in our efforts -to relieve 
t.he wants of our suffering soldiers. 
The 


only fund wo possessed at this time, was a 
smnli contribution, weekly paid in by the 
attendants, which sums -were mere Or less 
of them appropriated for the benefit oi the 
13i-h Wisconsin regiment, quartered here 
lor some months. There were several box- 
«« packed from voluntary contributions and 
aont away prior to this. The first sum of 
any amount at our disposal was the pro- 
ceeds of a concert given by the pupils of 
the Blind Institute, under the supervision 
of their efficient teacher Prof. Allen, who 
volunteered to aid us. knowing our necessi- 
ties in the spring of 1862. 
This money was 


•expended for material, and made into hos- 
pital garments and sent off, of which no 
account was kept, unfortunately for our 
own interest and gratification. The calls 
for aid becoming more urgent to increase 
our means, a series of tableau parties were 
given, and nobly responded to by our citi- 
zens. After defraying expenses attending 
them, about four hundred dollars were plac- 
ed in the hands of our treasurer, this -with 
the proceeds of a lecture, and a donation 
from the Working Men's Association of ten 
dollars ninety cents, from the scholars in 
the different ward schools twenty-four dol- 
lars, so encouraged us in the good work 
that a new zest was given to the society, 
and numbers of bosea were sent to regi- 
raaatu in tho field, from our owa state, be- 
sides a box to Evansville, Indiana, for the 
benefit of a hospital, including ten dollars 
I'or. the purchase of postage stamps for in- 
valid soldiers. 


Caring the summer of 1862 we met at 


private houses, finding that a central locali- 
ty would be more desirable, a committee of 
iadies were appointed to select an appro- 
priate place. Messrs. Jackman & Smith 
were waited upon, who gave us the use of 
two large rooms in their new block, which 
arc still occupied free of expense. 
Mr. 


James B. Richardson furnished us a stove, 
to whom we ^ould tender our thanks in bo- 
half of (he society, for numberless like fa- 
vora, tilso to Mr. Wra. Spaulding and S. H. 
Culver for wood. 


In the spring of 1863, our treasury being 


nearly exhausted, the singers of Janesville 
and vicinity kindly aided us in our efforts 
to sustain the society by giving an Old 
Folks' concert, from which was realized 
the sum of $133,78, which was repeated a 
few weeks after, and §70,36 more placed 
in our hands. June 9th, 1S63, the pupils 
of the Blind Institute gave another con- 
cart, and through their principal, Mr. Lit- 
tle, $23,38 was added to the amount in the 
treasury. Agreeably to a call from out 
Mayor, contributions were taken up in our 
respective churches, and the sum of §149,- 
52 handed to us by him. 
Several boxes 


have been received from towns in our vi- 
cinity, and their contents appropriated as 
directed. Accompanying one from Johns- 
town was $8,40, (besides some small cur- 
rency not in use, aud a number of postage 
stamps too much soi!od to use.) In regard 
to the number of boxes sent from the society, 
and their value, wo can give no accurate 
account, as tho lists have always been gent 
with them. Copies have not always been 
retained. We one only say, we trait they 


have been scut where ..most needed, ,ond 
well applied,'"The treasurer of the society 
acknowledgesthereceipt of the above sums, 
and holds receipted tills of monies expend- 
ed to the-amount of $Mo,77, leaving a bal- 
ance in the treasury of $191,51. If, in the 
enumeration of contributions, any individ- 
uals have been omitted, we would, in the 
behalf of our society, tender our sincere 
thanks, hoping they my bo stimulated to 
increased exertion.

The following additional particulars of his 
death and burial will be read with interest, 
not ouly by his personal friends, but by all 
who sympathize with them and admire the 
heroic sacrifices of our brava volunteers ;

Mrs. M, J. Stevens : — Your kind missive 


of the 26th ult. has just arrived, and in 
answer to your inquiries in regard to your 
lamented brother, I wculd say that I havo 
seen the person alluded to in your letter. 
He says he aaw John, and advised him to 
go back, as the regiment was reforming on 
the heights. John said, "I want to fire 
my gun first," and he raised his gun to fire, 
when he received his fatal wound in the 
groin, and fell. Corp, Kelly went to him 
and asked him if he could do anything for 
him. John said, " No, I am hit ; I atn dy- 
ing." 
Then he said, " Tell my," but fell 


back again exhausted from the loss of 
blood. 
Corp. Kelly was called away to an- 


other part of the field, but says he saw 
some men carry John back towards the 
heights. He was probably carried to a 
house near the fortification, where he was 
left, and died from the loss of blood. I 
went to the corporal of the pioneers, who 
superintends the burial of tho dead. 
He 


says' he buried John in the garden which 
belonged to a house near the fortifications, 
and assures me that he had a decent burial. 
The corporal 
intended to have boards 


marked with the names of those he buried, 
and put them at the heads of the graves, 
but the rebels gained possession of the 
Heights before he had time to accomplish 
this object, and .so the fate of war leaves 
hia last resting place unmarked. " Not a 
drum was heard, not a funeral note," but 
silently and sadly they laid him down from 
the field of victory aud honor, freeh and 
gcry. It will be impossible to find the ex- 
act locality where John was buried, with- 
out disinterring all the bodies which are 
buried near him. But I hope and trust he 
may be found at the last call, when the 
earth and sea shall give up their dead, with 
his gory garments cleansed, acd transform- 
ed into the spotless garb of an angel, to 
sing praises around the throne of God. I 
should have given you the facts as they are 
mentioned here long before this, but I sup- 
posed Sergeant Harrington had given all 
such information in regard to John's death, 
as he told me ho was going to write to 
John's folks, as he said John left directions 
with him, so I told him if that was the case 
that I would not write to John's folks, and 
that he could tell you all about the manner 
of hia death, ie., which I supposed he had 
done. If I am ever called to pass that 
way again I will endeavor to find the exact 
locality of John's resting plac*, and mark 
it, so that it can be found by his friends. 
I am glad you wrote to me in regard to this 
matter, and if there is any other point upon 
which I can give you information, I shall 
be most happy to do so. 


Please accept my sincere thanks for your 


kind wishes as regards myself snd company, 
aud rest assured that you have ocr sympa- 
thies in your bereavement. I have the 
happiness to say that we are all safe and 
sound, after passing through the late ordeal 
of fire, wind, water, and weather, and have 
now a very pleasant cnrnp near New York 
city, where I shall be pleased to receive 
any correspondence which you may think 
proper to send, and shall take pleasure in 
answering the same. 


Corporal Ames, and Sergeaut Hnggius, 


who were wounded nt the battles of FrDd- 
ericksburg returned to the company yester- 
day having got nearly well. 


You say you are busy in attending to the 


labors of the sanitary commission. May 
God bless you aud all other ladies who in- 
terest themselves in this glorious work. — 
You say, also, that although ao busily en- 
gaged for the sick that the well ones are 
not forgotten, and speak of your kind in- 
tontion of sending tho pin cushions, itc. 
I have no doubt the boys would be glad to 
receive them, and especially from the sister 
of their lute comrade whom thoy all res- 
pected. Tliia regiment has never received 
anything of the kind since they left, (ex- 
cept individually) but they hear of the 13th 
regiment receiving boxes, <fcc., aud thay 
think the citizens think more of the liHb 
than of us, but we are happy to be assured 
that we are thought of sometimes, as such 
letters as yours, remind1 us. 


Well, I think I am advancing btiyond 


matters of interest, so I will close by wish- 
ing you peace aud joy. 
That God may 


bless and comfort you in your affliction is

Synopal* of Gen. Grant's Htpart of " 
Opemtlonu Ddiroro VickMljiirg. 


WASHINGTON, August 12. 


Gen. .Grant's official report of the opera- 


tions of the army of the Tennessee, from 
the day he assumed the immediate com:, 
raauii of the expedition against Vicksburg 
to the surrender of that place, is made pub-. 
lie to day. 
Gen. Grant states tnat from the. 


moment he took the command in person, he 
became satisfied that Vicksbarg could only 
be turned from tho south side, and, in ac- 
cordance with thatconviation,he prosecnted 
the work on the canal across the peninsula 
on. the Louisiana side of the. river. 
He 


gives details of the operations on the canal 
and of the failure in sending a naval expe- 
dition through Back Bayon. Prom the time 
the orde.r was given to occupy New Car- 
thage, and run the army by Vicksburg on 
transports under protection of Porter's fleet, 
to tho landing at Brninsburg, the operations 
are detailed at length. Upon a call for vol- 
unteers for crews for the vessels about to rnn 
by the batteries, Gen. Grant says that, for 
this dangerous enterprise, officers and men 
presented themselves by hundreds, anxious 
to undertake the trip. The names of those 
whose services were accepted will be given 
in a separate report. A striking feature, he 
says, so far as observation goes, of the pres- 
ent volunteer army, ii that there is nothing 
which men are called upon to do, mechan- 
ical or professional, that accomplished ad- 
epts cannot be found for the duty required 
in almost every regiment. 


The march to Grand Gulf, and thence to 


Jackson, and thence to Vicksburg, includ- 
ing various battles, are also detailed, in 
which is shown Grant's knowledge of the 
enemy's forces and position, even to the 
fact that, before reaehinst Vickobnrg, Joe 
Johnston had ordered Pembertoa to come 
out and attack Grant's army in the rear, 
which resulted in a battle of four boars at 
Edward's Station, defeating the enemy. Of 
the continued march to the front of the en- 
emy's works at Vicksburg, nothing is added 
not known already. Of the assault on the 
works, Grant says that the assault was gal- 
lant in the extreme on the part of all the 
troops, but the enemy's position was too 
strong, both naturally and artificially, to be 
taken in that way. No one succeeded in 
entering the enemy's works but Sergeant 
Grifiin, of the 21st Iowa regiment, aud 
some eleven privates—none returning but 
one man. It was during this assault that 
Gen. McCIernand gent dispatches to Gen. 
Grant that he held two of the enemy's 
forts, and requesting a diversion by Sher- 
man. Grant says: " The position occupied 
by me during most of the time of the as- 
sault gave m« a better opportunity of see- 
ing what was going on in front of the 13th 
corps than I believed it possible for a com- 
mander to have. I could not eee his pos- 
session of the forts, nor necessity for rein- 
forcements, as represented in his dispatch- 
es, up to the time be left it, and expressed 
doubts of their correctness which doubts 
facts subsequently, but too late, confirmed; 
but, at the time, I could not thus regard 
his reiterated otatemenw, for they wight 
possibly be true; and, that not a possible 
opportunity of carrying the enemy's strong- 
hold should be allowed to escape through 
fault of mine, I ordered a diversion, which 
was promptly »nd vigorously made, and 
resulted in the increase of our mortality 
list full fifty per cent., without advancing 
our position or giving us other advantage." 


Gen. Grant details the surrender, and 


says that the terms agreed upon he regard- 
ed aa more favorable to the government 
than unconditional surrender, as it saved 
the transportation, whioh was limited on 
tha river then, of the whole rebel army, 
and left his forces to move on Johnston. 


Col. Grierson's raid was made by Grant's 


instructions, and is regarded by the latter 
as the most brilliant sf the war. 


After acknowledging the co-operation of 


the navy, the report concludes thus: " The 
result of this campaign has been the defeat 
of the enemy in five battles outside of 
Vicksbnrpf, the occupation of Jackson, the 
capital of the state, and the capture of 
Vicksburg, its garrison and mmiitionti of 
war: a loss to the enemy of 37,000 prison- 
ers, among whom were fifteeu general of- 
ficers ; at least 10.000 killed and wouuded, 
aud among the killed Gens. Tracy, Tighl- 
man, and Green, and hundreds and per. 
haps thousands of stragglers, who pan nev- 
er be collected and recognized. Arms and 
raunitiona of war for an army of GO,000 
men have fallen into oar bands, beside? a 
large amount of other public properly, con- 
sisting of railroad locomotives, cars, steam- 
boats, cotton, etc.; and much waa destroy- 
ed to prevent its capture. 
Our loss in the 


series of battles may be gummed up si fol- 
lows: Port Gibaon, killed, 130; wound- 
ed, 718; missing, 5. 
Fourteen 
Mile 


Creek skirmish, killed, 4; wounded, 4; 
missing, none. 
Raymond, killed, 69; 


wounded, 31; missing, 32. Jackson, kill- 
ed, 40; wounded, 240; missing,^.1 Cham- 
pion Bills, killed, 426; wounded, 1,842; 
misaing, 189. 
B.ig Slack ftailrwd Bridge, 


killed, 2"9; wounded, 242; misaing, 2.— 
Vickaburg, killed, 545 ; wounded, 3,688; 
missing, 303. Total tillad, 1,242 ; wound- 
ed, 7,295 : missing, 537. Of tho wounded, 
many were but slightly injured, and con- 
tinued on duty. Many more required but 
s few days or weeks for their recovery.— 
Not more than one-half of the woouiied 
were permanently disabled. 
" Iu all former reports I have failed to 


make aention of Co. A, 4th Illinois cavalry 
volunteers. Capt, L. D.Osband, command- 
ing this company, baa be«u on escort duty 
with me since Novembar, 1861, and, in ev 
ery engagement .1 have been in since that 
time, rendered invaluable service, attract- 
ing general attention for their exemplary 
conduct, soldierly bearing, and promptness. 
It would not be overating tae merits of 
this cocscaay to sijv that many of them1 


would fill with credit auy poaition is caval- 
ry regiments." 


One way for aecaring a party triumph 


for tha republicans in Kentucky, Missouri

ST. PAUL, August 1 3. 


Special to the Chicago Tribune. — The 


reported death of Little Crow received pos- 
itive confirmation to-day. His son was 
captured at Devil's Lake, by a detachment 
of soldiers, on tha 29th of July. He says 
he waa with his father when he was killed, 
on the 3d of July, and gives minute par- 
ticulars of the affair, which corresponds in 
every respect with the account published in 
the St. Paul Press of July 10th. . 


Little Crow had on a citizen's coat when 


he was killed, and his son said he had a 
coat. which belonged to a man that Little 
Crow's son-in-law had killed a short time 
before. 
He even describes the color of the 


coat acurately. 


Little Crow came down to the settlement 


with sixteen followers, with the intention 
oi stealing horses. They scattered in small 
parties, and Little Crow and aon were dis- 
covered by a farmer named Sampson aud 
hia son, nix miles from Uutchiosor., 


Little Crow was picking berries, und.ivas 


shot and wounded before he siiw Sampson. 
He returned the fire, wounding Sampson 
slightly, when a second snot from Samp- 
son's son kilUd him. 


Little Crow's son, who is sixteen years 


of age, fled to Devil's Lake, where he was 
captured. Little Crow was killed on the 
3d, and on the 4th, the day e. bounty was 
offered for scalps, some soldiers went out 
from Hntchinaon and scalped him. 


The scalp was brought dowu acd deliv- 


ered to the Adjutant General, and was tbe 
first and only scalp taken before the oi'der 
was modified. 
Our people would have pre- 


ferred to have' executed tuis chief of mur- 
derers in a different style, but we have this 
consolation, that he is at least beyond ex-- 
ecutive clemency. 


MEMPHIS, Aug. 11.

of the shooting of Col. Coruyn, by Lieut. 
Col. Bowen yesterday : 


The court had closed for deliberation on

When one bursts inside 
of a man, it is impossible to extract all the 
pieces of lead and copper. They are like 
an ordinary bullet, but have a copper cham- 
ber inside filled with percussion,"—Albany 
Journal.
